5. Independent claims 3, 10 3 and 1 1 are considered non-obvious over the closest reference 
of Amirouche (US Pat. 5,536,059), because this reference does not anticipate nor fairly and 
reasonably teach a method involves formalizing a vehicle suspension system by satisfying a 
linear matrix equation and normalizing the equation using similarity transform matrix that 
includes the degrees of freedom of the suspension system and the number of independent 
actuators, with a mass matrix, a damping matrix, and a stiffness matrix for an advantage of 
reducing vibrations and enhanced the performance of the suspension system by efficiently 
determining predetermined factors of spring coefficient, damping coefficient and the mounting 
positions of the springs and dampers. 

6. Dependent claims 4-9, and 12-13 are allowable because they are dependent on claims 3, 
and 1 1 .
